“New: Zealand’s the best place in 
the world to be-born. Babies born 
there have more chances of living 
than those of any other part of the 
globe.” : 

That is Sir Carrick Robertson's 
way of,expressing the fact New, Zea-|~ 
land’s death rate’ among infants is. 
the lowest on record for any country. 

“However, grown people don’t fare 
much better in New Zealand than in 
other first rate cotuntries,” Sir Car- 
rick added. “In the main “health 
conditions. are: good, but we ‘have 
some diseased that are peculiar to 
certain parts of the country, and 
these are quite a problem. 

“Goitre is, perhaps, one of our 
worst diseases. It is caysed from a 
lack of iodine in the soil, and there 
are a good many stretches in New 
Zealand thus affected. The younger 
generation is be’ng protected to a cer- 
tain extent by being fed iodized candy 
at school and many of the adults use 
iodized salt to combat the disease. 
Cancer, too, is just as insidious in 


New Zealand as elsewhere.”
